Resignation Was Refused 
and He Was Sent to 
France—In France He 
Again Tried to Resign, 
But Was Ordered Home 
and Court-Martialed.

New York, February 24.—Captain 
David A. Henkes, 16th infantry, U. S. 
A., has been sentenced to dismissal 
from the service and confinement at 
hard labor for 25 years by a general 
court-martial held at Governor's 
Island. 

Henkes, who is of German descent, 
endeavored to resign his commission, 
saying he did not care to fight against 
relatives and friends. 

Tried te Resign Last May. 

Captain Henkes, who was stationed, 
at San Antonio, Texas, last May,,wrote 
to the secretary of war urging him to 
accept the resignation, which he had 


which, he declared, would no longer al- 


“Further service as a commissioned 


officer must sooner or later take me 


to Europe, and there bring me in con- 
flict with my relatives and friends, al- 
though for the time being my legal 
enemies,” Captain Henkes wrote. “My 
father came from Germany. My moth- 
was born here shortly after the 
We have mapy 
other relatives and friends there. 

“T cannot force myself to the eon- 
wiction that I am capable of making 
war on my Kindred upon their soil in 
a manner that would become my duty 
and station. I earnestiy request that 
I may not be required to undergo this 
ordeal. I seriously doubt my ability 
to withstand it, and would avoid, in 
the interest of my country, family and 
friends, what at least appears the 
probable consequences.” 


Sent to France, He Resigned. 
Captain Henkes suggested as an al- 
given pervice in 
some other field, although he ex- 
pressed the belief that the best courss 
would be the immediate acceptance of 
his resignation. 

Captain Henkes, soon after he had 
submitted his resignation, was ordered 
to France with the American expedi- 
tionary forces, and from his’ quarters 
there, June 29, 1917, wrote to the ad- 
jutant general in Washington calling 
attention to the fact that he had re- 
signed, and declaring that his battal- 
ion commander, the department quar- 
termaster and the commanding officer 
of the southern department had ap- 
proved his action. In this letter he 
repeated the reasons given to the sec- 
retary of war for desiring to quit the 
service. 

Again, on October 10, while still on 
duty in France, Captain Henkes wrote 
another letter to the adjutant general, 
in which he urged acceptance of his 
resignation, and eaid he did not find 
oecasion to add to or alter the views he 
had already expressed. “The facts are 
unalterable,” he declared. ‘. 

Found Guilty By Court-Martial. 

Captain Henkes was then ordered to 
this country, and summoned before a 
general court-martial at Governor's 
Island, where he was formally charged 
with violation of the ninety-fifth arti- 
cle of war. This charge recited that 
“having taken an oath of office in 
which, among other things, he swore 
to ‘support and defend the constitution 
of the United States against all ene- 
mies, foreign and domestic,’ and that he 
would ‘bear true faith and allegiance to 
the same,’”’ had written the letter con- 
cerning his resignation. The same 
charge was made in connection with 
the other letter. , 

The court-martial found him guilty, 
and the findings having been reviewed 
by the judge advocate general, the sen- 
tence of the court, dismissal from the 
gervice and confinement at hard labor 
for twenty-five years, were ordered 
carried out. The United States disci- 
plinary barracks at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kafi.. was designated as the place of 
imprisonment, and it was declared that 
‘Captain David A. Henkes, 16th Infan- 
try, ceases to be an officer of the army 
from February 23, 1918.” 

The report was signed by Major Gene. 
eral William A. Mann, commanding the 
department of the East, and by Colonel 
W. A. Simpson, retired, adjutant.

Rev. J. W. Ham, pastor of the Bap- 
tist tabernacle, the prudential commit- 
tee of that church and others inter- 
ested will go before the Fulton county 
commissioners next Saturday morning 
at 10:30 o’clock and urge the widen- 
ing and repaving of Luckie street from 
Bartow street to North avenue, a dis- 
tance of ten blocks. 

This announcement was made at the 
tabernacle Sunday night in a astate- 
ment read by Dr. Joseph Broughton, 
outlining the need for this improve- 
ment. “s 

The statement’. was written by Mr. 
Ham, who ie “ll ‘at the Davis-Fischer 
sanitarium, and was, therefore, unable 
to appear at the tabernacle Sunday 
night. Mr. Ham was taken to the hos- 
pital Friday night, and his physicians 
say it will be necé@sary for him to stay 
there for several daye@ until he ts thor- 
oughly rested and recovered from tem- 
porary ailments, which are said to be 
rather 6evere, but hot necessarily dan- 
gerous. In his absence Dr. W. W. 
Alexander, of the Y¥. M. C. A. war work, 
made a short address. 


New Artery of Traffic. 

The statement as to lLuaickie street, 
which was read at the special request 
of Mr. Ham, recited that the condition 
of the paving of Luckie street is such 
as to render vehicular traffic prac- 
tically impossible, and that the street 
is much too narrow. By the improve- 
ment of the thoroughfare, however, it 
was pointed out, Luckie street would 
furnish a new artery of traffic be- 
ween the center of the city and the 
north side, thus relieving, in large de- 
gree, the tremendous congestion of 
traffic on Peachtree street: 

At the same time the widening and 
improvement of Luckie street, he 
stated, would provide for Georgia Tech 
the direct and modern approach to 
which the institution is entitled, and 
would also furnish a firet-class thor- 
oughfare to the tabernacle for its many 
members who are served by Luickie 
street. 

The improvement of Lackie street 
from Bartow to North avenue, with 
the present smooth pavement of the 
street from Peachtree to Bartow, and 
the proposed improvement of Hemphill 
avenue from Luckie and North avenue 
to the outskirts of the city, the state- 
ment further showed, would create a 
continuous thoroughfare from the bus- 
iness section of the city through the 
northern and northwestern section of 
the city into the county. 


Could Lighten Traffic. 

The traffic of Peachtree street, it 
was said, could be lightened by the 
use of Laickie street to North avenue, 
and the traffic of Marietta street could 
be lightened in similar manner, if nec- 
essary. 

Mr. Ham stated that he has already 
looked into the difficulties of accom- 
plishing this improvement, and finds 
that the greatest objection comes fronw 
the property owners whose property 
abutts onthe portion of the. street 
which it is proposed to improve, . This 
attitude he attributes to selfishness 
and petty politics. He stated that 
the improvement could be effected at a 
cost of $32.50 per 50-foot frontage to 
the property owner, and believed that 
if the signatures of 51 per cent of the 
owners could be secured to a petition, 
city council would approve the project. 

Mr. Ham stated that Luckie street 
has a width of 50 feet, with 32 feet be- 
tweén the curbings, leaving 9-foot 
sidewalks. He suggested that by re- 
ducing the sidewalks to 7 feet and 
obtaining a one-foot donation from the 
property owners, the space for vehicu- 
lar and street car traffic could be iIn- 
creased to a width of 38 feet, which, 
he thought, ‘would be'sufficient for this 
traffic, leaving sidewalks of 7 feet 
each for pedestrains.

MARTIAL LAW 
FOR PETROGRAD. 


Petrograd, February 24.—Petrograd 
was placed under martial law today. 
The following proclamation was is- 
sued by the general staff of the Petro- 
grad military district: 

“1—The city of Petrograd is declar- 
ed to be under martial law. 

“3—-All persons caught in the act of 

stealing, pillaging,: attempting expro- 
priation or otherwise committing rep- 
rehensible deeds will be shot without 
pity by detachments of the revolu- 
tionary army. 
“38—Every individual, organization, 
institution not having special per- 
mission must hand over to the coun- 
cil of soldiers and workmen's dele- 
gates of the district all bombs, gre- 
nades, projectiles and other explosives, 
which the soldiers and workmen’s 
delegates will send to army depots. 
Every person who does. not conform 
within 48 hours with this paragraph 
will be declared an outlaw. 

“4-—-All journals and other organs 
of the press are obliged strictly to 
verify all news given regarding the 
activities of the government, as well 
as information coming from the thea- 
ter of war. The extraordinary general 
staff gives notice that refusal to sub- 
mit in all respects to this order will 
involve suppression of the offending 
journal and the rest of the editors and 
his assistants. 

“6—Documents dealing with produce 
arriving or which has arrived or is 
retained in Petrograd or its environs 
must be presented to the extraordinary 
general staff. All produce will be paid 
for at rates fixed by the food con- 
troller. Any person who refuses to 
submit to this order or is convicted of 
concealing provisions will be shot as 
a@ speculator. 

“6—Counter revolutionary agitators, 
German spies, and other persons who 
rise against the government of revolu- 
tionary Russia will be shot. 

“7-—-All orders issued by the ex- 
traordinary general staff enter into 
force on the day of publication in the 
press organs of the government. 

“8—All newspapers are compelled to 
publish the orders of the extraordinary 
general staff in heavy type on the first 
page.” 

In consequence of the declaration of 
a state of siege six of the most im- 
portant Petrograd newspapers, which 
opposed the authority of the soldiers 
and workmen’s delegates, have been 
suppressed. If attempts are made to 
reissue them the entire staffs will be 
arrested. The proprietors are ordered 
to pay full wages to the workmen 
during the period of suppression. 


VOLUNTEER ARMY 
BEING FORMED. 


Petrograd, February 24.—Formation 
of an army of volunteers to defend 
Petrograd bas been begun, the Bol- 
sheviki telegraph agency announces. 

“The crisis of irresolution in the 
spirit of the popujation fs definitely 
at am end,”® the-statement says. ‘“The 
wave of panic has changed to a pas- 
sionate desire ta defend socialist 
Petrograd by all means and to ward 
off attacks made against it.

Prevent Calamity. 


New York, February 24.—In spite of 
the world war the Methodist Episcopal 
church will commemorate the 
tenary of its missionary work this year 
by entering upon a world program of 
missionary endeavor, according to a 
statement made here tonight by Bishop 
James W. Bashford, of China. 

“Had our churches spent $40,000,000 
in, Russia during the last forty years,” 
declared Bishop Bradford, “Russian de- 
mocracy would have stood firm in: the 
crisis brought about by the revolution 
and this would have been worth $40,- 
000,000 in hastening the termination of 
the war on principles necessary for the 
future secdrity of the earth. 

“A vast responsibility rises before us. 
We must first win the war and then 
win the world. Two great obstacles 
meet us—German militarism and moral 
weakness. The first we are in a fair 
way to solve, but the second we still 
face. Half the world needs to be 
brought into line. A huge possible race 
war is the alternative. 

“T am not needlessly alarming. Those 
of us who have studied conditions over 
the world see it. is of no avail 
to declare such a race war impossible. 
Civilization thought such a war as is 
at present going on out of the ques- 
tion. With the colored races now 
slightly outnumbering the white races 
of the earth, with South America, one 
of the two great unoccupied regions 
of the earth, filling up with a mixed 
white and colored population, with 
Malasia, the other. great unoccupied 
region of the edrth, filling up with 
Oriental races whieh will number three 
or four hundzed@ million before the 
close of the century, who doubts that 
if the white faces continue to domi- 
nate every continent by military pow- 
er and to exclude the yellow races 
from five of the six great continents 
and to limit their countless millions 
to a portion of Asia, there will arise 
a race war in comparison with which 
our present struggle will prove a 
skirmish.”

fairly acceptable risk. In such a case it 
would depend altogether upon the compen- 
satory development of his heart. Certain 
simple physical tests would soon show 
whether or not the man would be capable of 
the army life. 

Murmurs heard about the region of the 
heart are probably more often significant of 
other conditions than of heart disease. Some 
individuals in perfect health, one hundred per 
cent efficient, have a murmur where there 
should be no murmur. Many individuals who 
are anemic have a murmur, although there 
is nothing the matter with the heart. 


Any young man whe believes himseif 
physically sound, yet meets with rejection by 
a draft board should not give up his fight to 
get in the big push. If he thinks he is as 
sound as the next fellow, let him submit to 
careful examination by one or two diagnosti- 
cians of standing, and if they support his 
opinion, let him present their statements to 
the draft board or to the surgeon general's 
office, Washington, D. C., for consideration. 
Of déourse, the medical men on the draft board 
are not infallible, and there are many cir- 
cumstances in which the decision is a matter 
of professional opinion rather than a mat- 
ter of demonstrable fact, and it is a poor 
doctor who can’t revise an opinion some- 


times. 

A young man with a murmur who can go 
through fairly strenuous physical effort 
without becoming more fatigue or “winded” 
than is normal, must have a competent heart. 
To deny him the privilege of service to his 
country just because he presents a murmur 
would be an injustice to the man and to the 
country as well. 

Even when it is clear that the murmur 
is attributable to backwash through a dam- 
aged heart valve, there are all degrees of 
leakage, from a comparatively trifling one to 
a leakage which is a handicap even when 
the patient remains at rest. The heart in 
a young individual is generally capable of 
undergoing ample compensatory musclar de- 
velopment to wipe out the effect of a amail 
leakage. Such a compensated heart may be 
as efficient as the heart of a normal person 
who happens to be physically inefficient in 
other ways.

The preaching of the Bolsheviki is pure 
idealism. No doubt some of their leaders 
are able and honest men. These probably 
want everything for the people and desire 
nothing for themselves. But their follow- 
ers are ignorant beyond belief and descrip- 
tion. 

Suddenly freed from tyranny, they want 
everything for themselves and nothing for 
the nation. Never was selfishness so glori- 
fied under the name of liberty! These de- 
luded men have a curious habit of thinking 
in the concrete. When the Bolshevik lead- 
ers denounce wicked capitalists that grind 
the working class, the followers, with rifles 
in their hands now, take the complaint so 
distinctly a personal matter and instantly 
seek for capitalists to punish and plunder. 
Tavarish Ivan meets Tavarish Stepan. 

“Let us,” said Ivan, “go to the safe of the 
capitalist Gavriel Fimonovich and requisition 
his money in the name of the revolution. 
Has he not derived his capital from our 
labors?”

Re- 
markably enough, trade in the cities is still 
lively so far as local products are concerned. 
‘ven Petrograd opens its shops a few days 
in the week when there is not too much ex- 
citement in the streets or if the days prom- 
ise to be quiet relatively. 

As I have written, there are many repub- 
lics in Russia now and the origin of these 
“independent” governments is interesting. 
Kirsanoff, for example, is a small city in the 
government of Tambof, with a population of 
about 30,000. The whole provineoe is agri- 
cultural and peasants dominate the villages 


around the city. After the revolution a com-~- 

mittee of public safety was created to take 

over the police station and the other institu- 

tions of the old regime and to carry on the 

new order as dictated from Petrograd. 
Former Lunatic a Ruler. 

By some chance or other a lunatic of the 
name of Trunin, a local tradesman, was 
elected or appointed or named himself to 
head the committee. For many years he 
was an inmate of an asylum for the insane, 
but securing a discharge he returned to the 
city and to his trade, interesting himself 
actively in the politics of the district. 

When he was named as head of the com- 
mittee of public safety he took violent ex- 
ception to the orders coming from Petrograd. 
With the aid cf certain agents of the old 
regime he declared himself dictator. To 
the soldiers and peasants he _ distributed 
vodka and tobacco and to the population he 
made promises of cheap bread, “if these 
things can be taken away from the hoard- 
ings of.the Jews.” The result was a well 
organized program against the Jews and 
many outrages were committed before the 
committee of soldiers and peasants at Tom- 
bof sent a strong force to Kirsanoff to dis- 
arm the local garrison and arrest the dic- 
tator. 

In my belief the trouble in Russia and 
with Russia today is due not so much to 
Lenine and Trotzky as to Lenineism and 
Trotzkyism. I do not believe that either 
Lenine or Trotzky is a paid agent of Ger- 
many, although some evidence to that effect 
has been produced. [ believe that both 
Lenine and Trotzky are mistaken, but hon- 
estly mistaken, in their policies and courses; 
that they misunderstand the Russian people. 

Most of their lives has been spent in 
prison, exile or foreign countries. They 
may even mean well by Russia and wish 
for her a great future. It may be that 
thousands of their followers are willing to 
sacrifice themselves for Russia. This is 
merely my opinion. It may be a mistaken 
one. ' The point, after all, is that among the 
followers of Lenine and Trotzky are thou- 
sands of former spies and provocateurs, who, 
in order to save their own lives, have adopted 
more radical courses than the revolutionists 
themselves. 

lt has been proved over and over again 
that German spies and Russians who for- 
merly were gendarmes went to the front 
and incited the troops against war and capi- 
talism. One of these persons, Stepanenko 
by name, a friend of a former spy employed 
by the cZar, ev: managed to establish a 
reputation by c. ipioning the independence 
of the Ukraine! 

But with all these distresses in mind— 
armies disorganized and preying upon the 
population, hunger everywhere, hatred and 
suspicion ruling the minds of classes, an- 
archy in the saddle—I hold firmly to the 
belief that Russia will find herself and will 
emerge purified, just as France did after the 
great revolution in southern Europe. I be- 
lieve that Lenineism and Trotzkyism will 
collapse of their own weakness from eco- 
nomic causes. I believe that misery, the 
best teacher in human experience, will re- 
store the Russian people to sanity and to 


The tragedy is 
that this miracle could not have been wrought 
for the benefit of democracy in the death 
Struggle with autocracy.

Production Can Be Increased 
By Removal of the Stumps

‘Sditor Constitution: Have you ever trav- 
eled over the Southern railway from Wash- 
ington to Birmingham, Ala.? If so, have you 
ever noticed how very few of the cotton fields 

cleared of stumps” 

Ask a native the reason for this and he 
will tell you it is due to absentee ownership; 
that is, the owner of the land lives in one of 
the cities and rents his plantation, divided 
up into sections, to tenant farmers on shares; 
that the owner, as a rule, is not interested in 
having his fields cleared because he is sat- 
isfieqd with his income from the crops and, 
therefore, has no incentive to incur the ex- 
pense of clearing. 

This has never seemed to the writer to be 
a good argument. It is against human na- 
tufe. Did you ever see a man ten times a 
millionaire that wasn’t working his head off 
trying to make his fortune twenty million? 
Not because he needs the additional ten mil- 
lion, not because he has any way of spending 
the additional income, but simply because 
it is human nature to want as much as it is 
possible to obtain. Oliver Twist, the crea- 
tion of Dickens’ fertile imagination, was a 
very normal boy. He wanted more. Inves- 
tigation would disclose the fact that there 
are more “Oliver Twists” among the cotton 
plantation owners than there are credited 
with being. It is simply because he has not 
figured out what it means to him in dollars 
and cents to have his cotton fields cleared 
of stumps. No normal man is satisfied with 
an income of five thousand dollars a year 
if there is any logical way of making it six. 

It is an insult to the intelligence, the bus- 
iness acumen of the plantation owner to ac- 


are 


cuse him of being thus abnormal in this re- ! 


spect. The only reason he hasn't cleared his 
fields is because he simply hasn't thought 
about it. 

Cotton Shortage. 

There is every logical reason why cotton 
fields should be cleared during 1918. The 
world faces an alarming shortage of cotton. 
The labor necessary to plant, cultivate and 
pick it is scarce; wages higher than ever 
before. There is no question about the de- 
mand for the crops, no question about the 
crops being highly profitable, for at the time 
of writing cotton is selling for around 32 
cents per pound. Ten to 12 cents afford the 
planter a very satisfactory profit. 

The average cotton field yields approxi- 
mately a half bale per acre. With the stumps 
removed, this average can easily be increased 
from 26 to 100 per cent, 

The cost of the clearing would be met (in 
most cases, more than met) by the increased 
value of one crop. As the clearing has to be 
done but once, all increases in future years 
would be clear gain. 

There never will be a more favorable time 
for the plantation owner to have this clear- 
ing done. Cotton at 32 cents a pound gives 
him a surplus which he can expend without 
missing at all in the work. It is as if Prov- 
idence had tendered him the money on a ail- 
ver platter. 

Few people realize the amount of space 
taken up by a stump. The area will main- 
tain several cotton plants. 

But that isn’t the only consideration, 
Having the stumps out enables the planter 
to use modern machinery for cultivation. 
That means doing the work with less labor 
and that in turm means greater profit. 


Again, the use of modern machinery means 
mene thorough cultivation. That likewise 
means larger crops and greater profits. 

War on the Weevil. 


posing of the stumps is that cotton produc- 
tion decreasing due to the depredations 
of the boll weevil. This little pest breeds 
and winters in the litter found around the 
stumps. By blowing up his winter habita- 
tion his family life becomes less happy and 
his numbers automatically decrease. The 
converse of this is that by using the space 
occupied by the stumps for additional cot- 
ton plants, the crop becomes enough larger 
to counterbalance, or partially so, the de- 
structiveness of the weevil. 

If the stumps are removed with dyna- 
mite, the subsoil is broken up by the blast- 
ing and increased crops may be looked for. 
This is especially so if the plantation is lo- 
cated on the Piedmont plateau where the 
red clay subsoils prevail. Some really as- 
tonishing results are reported by the cotton 
planters who had used dynamite to break 
up the subsoil. When this is done in con- 
junction with stump blasting, it really costs 
nothing because the expense is charged to 
clearing rather than to cultivation. 


Some extracts from reports of planters 
who have tried dynamite for subsoiling 
might be of interest: 

M. M. Shanke, Brewton, Ala., reports that 
before subsoiling he got three-fourths of a 
bale of cotton per acre; after subsoiling, 
one and a half bales. 

Joseph Willman, Talladega, Ala., got 1,735 
pounds of seed cotton per acre; crop value, 
$98.72, from a blasted acre. An adjoining 
acre, unblasted, produced 1,115 pounds, val- 
ued at $53.52. 

John P. Fontaine, U. S. department of ag- 
riculture, Linden, Ala., reports 1,080 pounds 
of seed cotton from a blasted acre as 
against 900 pounds from an unblasted acre. 

The Central of Georgia Railway Test 
farm, Dawson, Ga., reports that their blasted 
acre produced one-third more cotton than 
adjoining unblasted land; that the cotton 
yielded 40 per cent of lint as against 33 per 
cent from the unblasted land. 

Ben S. Mooney, special agent of the de- 


is 


; Partment of agriculture, Statesboro, Ga., re- 


ports an increase of between three and five 
hundred pounds of seed cotton produced by a 
five-acre plot that was blasted as against a 
similar area unblasted. 

With cotton almost as urgently needed 
“to win the war” as food, with the money 
handed to the planters with which to clear 
their fields, with greater income absolutely 
sure by disposing of the stumps, it is in- 
conceivable that 1918 may not witness the 
exodus of most of the stumps.

What the Bill 
Provides. 


The measure, known as the “Railroad 
Control Bill,” was up under an order of un- 
finished business. This bill, as ¥eported 
by the senate committee on interstate com- 
merce, provides for the operation of trans- 
portation systems while under federal con- 
trol for the just compensation of their own- 
ers, etc., having for its ostensible object the 
lending of money to railroads upon their 
assets and their earnings as a security, and 
for the provision of approximately $800,000,- 
000 now due upon securities of the differ- 
ent roads of the United States. 

The debate on the measure had covered 
every angle of the old proposition of govern- 
ment ownership of all public utilities, and, 
without regard to party lines, had been va- 
ried and illuminating in its character. 

Senator Lewis, of Illinois, one of the 
most pleasing speakers in the chamber and 
a strong administration advocate, had just 
spoken at length and with a great deal of 
force in favor of the measure.

As soon as Senator Hardwick caught the 
recognition of the president of the senate 
he plunged into a vindictive arraignment of 
President Wilson, which is not unusual and , 
is, indeed, expected from him; but the charge 
of having purposely taken over the rail- 
roads under the pretense of a war emergency 
while in reality a collusion between the rail- 
road interests and the president to serwe 
these “interests” fimancially, is such a seri- 
ous charge, such an implication of dishonor 
and deception, of intrigue and malfeasance, 
that it is not only “indefensible,” as even

~ FORSHIPYARD WORKERS 


Government _ Representative 
Delivers Address in Labor 
Temple Sunday. 


John T. Smith, representing the de- 
Partment of labor at Washington, who 
£8 a message to the union labor 
men and women and to the people of 


-Atlanta, delivered an address Sunday 


afternoon in the auditorium of the La- 
bor Temple. 

Mr. Smith said that the administra- 
tion knows that the rank and file of 
labor stand squarely behind the gOvV- 
ermment in the present struggle and 
declared that neither the worker nor 
the capitalist was entitled to any credit 
because they have bought Liberty 
Bonds, Thrift Stamps and given to 
the Red Cross and Y. M. C. A. of thetr 
spare cash. 

He stated that this was no real sac- 
rifice, compared to that made by the 
men who go to the front to shed their 
blood and of the mothers who give up 
their sons to the service and dream 
nightly of the horrors of war. “The 
United States can get all the men to 
fight and all the money she needs,” said 
Mr. Smith. “What she needs now is the 
service of skilled méchanics in her ship 
yards and plants and she is going to 
get them, too.” 

As business repreesntative and secre- 
tary of the Labor Council in Kansas 
City, Mr. Smith has been for years in 
close touch with the labor leaders of 
the country and with the rank and file 
of organized labor. He will deliver an 
address Wednesday night in the same 
hall, at which not only the members 
of the local labor organizations are in- 
vited, but to which the general public 
is urged to accept the invitation to be 
present and receive the message from 
the department of labor as to the part 
the government expects the labor or- 
ganization men to take in the war. 


“WhoC hanged Sabbath?”

“There is no such thing as Sunday 
sacredness, for Sunday is not the Sab- 
bath. The Bible declares the seventh 
day is the Sabbath, and Sunday is the 
first.

“Though the registration of ship-

“The government call for ship. build- 
ers is becoming more urgent every 
day.” explained Mr. Weaver. 

“Every department of the council of 
defense program is seeing that with no 
ships every form of supplies for the 
overseas is retarded. Men, munitions, 
and supplies of all kinds, Red Cross 
work—all is held up by the lack of 
ships for adequate and speedy trans- 
portation. 

Not Aroused. 

“I believe that when Georgia is fully 
aroused to the situation she will re- 
spond and do her part in this move- 
ment. 

“As Lee Ashcraft, chairman of the 
executive board of the State Council of 
Defense stated in an Atlanta paper yes- 
terday, “the time has come to organize 
the fight at home,” and “Georgia's part 
of the war program logically should be 
pushed through her State Council of 
Defense.” 

“Governor Dorsey has asked the 


chairmen of the county councils of de- 
fense to aid in the work of register- 


ing shipbuilders, but in many counties 
these chairmen are failing, they are not 
pushing the registration. 

Fear of Confusion. 

“Some openly state they fear that 
shipbuilding volunteers in large num- 
bers might cripple agricultural labor, 
or in other communities industrial 
labor. 

“That might be a rational observa- 
tion if the government in calling for 
shipbuilders in the present emergency, 
proceeded to do it in a disorganized 
way, or if the men already occupied 
were being called upon to lay down 
their work and go to the shipyards at 
once. 

“On the contrary, they are now asked 
only to register for service. When in 
time they are called no man is obliged 
to go, nor is it at all certain when he 
will be called—maybe not at all. 

“T am going to ask the government 
to call on the state council four-min- 
ute speakers, that they may reach men 
with the spoken word, on the subject 

“It is a good opportunity to start a 
propaganda of patriotic education in 
Georgia, which Georgia needs. 

“No part at present is more impor- 
tant than that we do our part toward 
wetting ships built to carry over the 
food products—that we are going to 
discuss at the Macon meeting Wednes- 
day. 

“Tl will be there Wednesday at the 
Dempsey hotel, right on my job of get- 
ting shipbuilders.”

Von Bernstorff's propaganda funds and 
working for peace at any price before 
America went to war was largely re- 
sponsible for the heavy punishment 
imposed upon Captain David A. 
Henkes, sentenced by court-martial at 
Governor’s Island to dismissal from 
the service and imprisonment at hard 
labor for twenty-five years. 

This evidence was discovered after 
Henkes was brought back from France 
for trial because of his insistent de- 
mands that he be allowed to resign 
to avoid fighting relatives and friends 
in Germany. On landing he asked to 
be allowed to see his wife. This was 
denied, but he was permitted to tele- 
phone and officers “listening in” heard 
him instruct his wife to burn all his 
papers. 

Before Mrs. Henkes could carry out 
the order her home was entered and 
the incriminating letters and papers 
seized. According to officers of the 
judge advocate general's department, 
these proved that Henkes not only had 
been in communication with Count von 
Bernstorff, then German ambassador to 
the United States, but had contributed 
to German, Austrian and Turkish 
funds and had been an active propa- 
gandist. 

Henkes was born in Iowa in 1875 
and entered the army at the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American war as a 
private in Company G, First Wisconsin 
infantry. He was made a corporal and 
then a sergeant. He became a sec- 
ond lieutenant in February, 1901, and 
in 1907 he graduated from the infantry 
and cavalry school of the army.

“The British and French displayed 
great activity in reconnoitering at 
many points on the front.

TRANSPORTATION IMPROVEMENT 


The situation is still highly irregular, 
but brighter weather and improved 
transportation facilities by land and 
water tend. to accelerate the return of 
as much that is normal as seems pos- 


sible in a year when the abnormal 
rules. Features of the week's review 
are the further easing of the railroad 
and fuel situation, = quent freer 
operation of the country’s industries 
and larger movement of grain from the 
farms; a perceptible livening up of 
wholesale and jobbing trade, accom- 
panied by increased complaints of 
scarcity of merchandise; a stiffening 
of prices alike of foods and of manu- 
factured goods, particularly cottons; 
a stirring of life in agricultural re- 
gions where weather conditions per- 
mit, with an increase in purchases of 
implements; between-season quietness 
in retail trade except at the south. 

But as for some time past, actual 
buying by the government or pre- 
emption of outputs relegates ordinary 
civilian buying relatively to the back- 
ground, makes for a marked shortage 
of textiles, and tends to exert a sharp 
upward influence on prices quoted on 
other than government needed goods. 

On the other hand, retail dealers in 
sections of the country from which 
large numbers of men have been draft- 
ed are chary about buying, this being 
particularly noticeable in men’s wear, 
and in consequence they sare inclined 
to purchase frequently rather than in 
large lots at any one time. 


Bank Clearings. 
Payments through the banks at the prin- 
cipal cities in the United States, as refiect- 


play moderate improvement, total clearings 
this week, according to Dun’s Review, 
amounting to $4,297,162,243, an increase of 
8.1 per cent, as compared with the same 
week last year. At New York city that 
center reports a gain of 6.4 per cent, while 
the aggregate of the cities outside the 
metropolis is 11.4 per cent larger than for 
this week a year ago. Comparisons with the 
corresponding week in 1916 in every instance

Conference in Washington 
to Seek Basis for Relations 
During the War—National 

Policy Likely.

Washington, February 24.—Five rep- 
‘yesentatives each of capital and labor 
will meet here tomorrow at the call 
ef the government to lay down & basis 
of relations between capital and labor 
during the war. Out of their confer- 
ences government officials hope will 
grow the foundation of a national la- 
bor policy. 

The representatives were named by 
the national industrial conference 
board, representing employers, and the 
American Federation of Labor, repre- 
senting the employees, at the sugges- 
tion of Secretary of Labor Wilson, who 
has been d@trected by President Wilson 
to formulate a labor program for the 
war. 

“The representatives of employers 
are Loyall A. Osborne, New York, vice 
president of the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing company; Charles 
F. Brooker, Ansonia, Conn., president 
of the American Brass company; W. H. 
Vandervoort, East Moline, [ll., president 
of Root & Vandervoort Engineering 
company; L. F. Loree, New York, presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Hudson, and

Few Essential Differences. 

The conferences will begin, officials 
declare, with the essential points of 
difference few in number. The first 
aim in getting the two sides together 
is to reach an arrangement that will 
do away with strikes and lockouts and 
make possible a government labor pro- 


gram which will operate so that it will 
become necessary neither for the gov- 
ernment to take control of war indus- 
tries nor to commandeer labor for war 
production. If an entire agreement is 
not reached officials say both these 
steps are within the range of pos- 
sibilities. 

Besides strikes other important sub- 
with include bases 
for wage determination, price-fixing 
and piece work prices, elimination of 
restrictions on output and measures 
to prevent the cutting of piece rate 
pay; practices to govern dilution of 
labor, discrimination against union or 
non-union labor, admission. of union 
agents to plants, methods of adjust- 
ment disputes, rights of workers to 
organize.

Subject of Strikes. 


The subject of strikes its regarded 
as perhaps the most important to come 
before the conference. The govern- 
ment is hopeful that disturbances may 
be prevented before they take place 
and are searching for a means of doing 
away with their causes, Strikes called 
since the war began have been a largé 
factor in slowing up production of 
war materials, and department of la- 
bor reports show .they have been more 
numerous since war began that at any 
other pertod in the country’s history. 

In the shipyards alone strikes haye 
produced more than 600,000 idle days, 
which is equivalent in tonnage to mare 
75.000 tons of ships. In other 
war industries they have been nearly 
as numerous. 

On the subject of strikes and lock- 
outs both capital and labor have made 
declarations as to their attitude. The 
national industrial conference board 
has stated that any interruption to 
production operates to the advantage 
of the enemy and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has subscribed to the 
same principle, but added the qualifi- 
cations that strikes should be under- 
taken only as a last resort. 

Both capital and labor agree that 
there should be no discrimination either 
against unfon or non-union men and 
this principle, it is believed, undoubted- 
Iv will be included itn the agreement. 
Closed shops will remain closed where 
it is possible to obtain a sufficient 
supply of union labor and no effort 
will be made to close open shops: al- 
though labor undoubtedly will be given 
full rights to proselytize. 

Both sides are in accord on the point 
that all legal existing standards for 
safety and health of workers should 
be maintained throughout the war. 


The Reapective Claims. 


Capita! with the support of the gov- 
ernment ingists that there shall be no 
limitation ut by the unions on the 
amount of work a man should do in 
war time. Labor, evidéntly willing to 
concede this point, insists that the 
rate of pay for piece work shall not be 
cut if the limitation is raised. 

Capital asks that wage increases he 
reckoned on a basis of increases in 
cost of living. and labor asks that the 
followtng additional considerations be 
made factors: The equity of the es- 
tablished wage: the question as to 
whether the rate wits obtained by col- 
lecfive bargaining: a comparison of 
the rate with similar establishments in 
which @he rates were established by 
collective bargaining. and a compari- 
son with rates in other districts. 

Equality of representation on adjust- 
ment boards is demanded alike by capi- 
tal and labor. Labor in addition in- 
sists that if the membership on an 
adjustment’ board is uneven in num- 
ber the odd person should represent 
the public. 

ambor asks that there must be good 
will and demands recognition by em- 
ployers of the common interests of em- 
ployees. It also demands application 
of democratic principles as opposed to 
autocratic authority in industry. 

Labor further asks that whenever 
employees have a common complaint 
or grievance the employer shall meet 
those selected by the workers as their 
representatives.

ON LUCKIE STREET 
Continued From First Page. 


New Jerusalem and at the same time 
maintain a stolid indifference to the 
back alleys and poorly paved streets 
on this planet. 
The Need. 

“Tmckie street from Bartow to North 
avenue is one of the worst pieces of 
paving to be found anywhere in the 


city. There isn’t a government road in 
the wilds of the Rocky Mountains that 
compares with i 
his street is an abandoned street 
so far as traffio is concerned. It is 
given over almost wholly to street car 
traffic. In company with H. L. Col- 
lier, of the construction department, 
we walked the entire distance last 
Thursday afternoon. 7 
“The only traffic besides the street 


yearling about one year old. his 
stretch of property is worth less to- 
day than it was ten years ago. 

“Property in most sections of the 
city has dodubled and  trippled and 
quadrupled in value during this time. 
Bond issues and appropriations from 
public funds have been spent on see- 
tions of the city which has caused 
this advance in value. 

“Luckie street has had no appropria- 
tion from public funds in years.. The 
old cobblestones are still* there and 
constitute the barrier for an outlet to 
the north end of the city. 


The Advantage. 


“Tuckie. street has a width of 650 
feet with 32-feet between the curbings. 
This gives a 9$-foot sidewalk which is 
entirely too wide for the amount of 
pedestrian traffic going over it. 

“The city could easily cut down two 
feet on each asidewalk next to the 
curbin and have left a seven-foot 
sidewalk which would be adequate to 
With the property owners 


have a street thirty-eight feet in 
width, which is sufficient for street 
car traffic and automobile traffic. 

“The advantage to the property own- 
ers in co-operating with this movement 
would be an enhancement in values 
in a short time of at least 25 per cent. 
Some very conservative real estate men 
have told me that it would be 33 1-3 
per cent. 

“The cost to the property owner, as 
figured out by Mr. Collier, would be 
around $32.50 on a 60-foot frontage. 
This amount is infinitesimal, compared 
with the general enhancement of values 
and appearances. 

“Not only would the residents and 
property owners secure an immediate 
benefit, but all of that section known 
as North Atlanta, which has no out- 
lét except down Marietta street, would 
be tremendously benefited. 

“If one desires to see the Tech 
school, which is one of the greatest 
assets to the state of Georgia, they 
necessarily, if driving a car, are forced 
to go all the way around their elbows 
to get to their thumbs. 


Shorter Route te Tech. 


“From the Piedmont hotel to the 
Tech by way of Peachtree street, is a 
distance of one mile and seven-tenths, 
while by way of Luckie street from the 
same point, it is a distance of one and 
one-tenth miles. This is quite a fac- 
tor with the students of Tech in com- 
ing to town. 

“The state of Georgia and the city of 
Atlanta have never done for Tech all 
that they should have done. I am de- 
lighted to note the awakening both in 
the state and in the city to secure 
larger amounts of money to equip this 
valuable institution. It seems to me 
that Atlanta could do no better than 
to pave Luckie street, which is the 
shortest route from Tech to the heart 
of the city. 

“In widening ®and paving Luckie 
street there is a distinct advantage to 
the city as a whole, though I am sure 
it has never occurred to many of our 
citizens. 

“Peachtree street {se groaning under 
its traffic. You should think that you 
were in a funera?l procession when you 
attempt to drive out this overly- 
crowded street. Something will have 
to be done to relieve the congestion. 
All cars gotng out into North avenue 
gO and come to the Peachtree street 
route. This is entirely unnecegary. 

“If Luckie street was paved from 
Bartow to North avenue, a large per 
cent of the traffic from the west and 
south sides going north would natur- 
ally turn in at the Pledmont hotel and 
drive out by the waterworks and come 
back the Peachtree street route. 
Luckie street would become a _ thor- 
oughfare for pleasure riding 


Carrying Great Load. 


“Marietta street can never be any- 
thing but a commercial street, and is 


the northweat side. No one thinks of 
going down Marietta. street 
Pleasure ride. There are to 
heavily loaded trucks to encounter. 
is a commercial street now. 

“Hemphill avenue is about to be - 
paved as far in as North avenue, e 
idea being to switch all the traffic 
back across to Marietta street, a dis- 
tance ef about half a mile, whereas, if 
this short distance of nine blocks on 
Luckie street was paved with asphalt, 
it would be a straight shot into town. 

“The time is coming, and that very 
soon, when the city will have to ad- 
dress itself to the question of more 
parks, in as much as it owns Iland 
around the waterworks plant, it would 
only require a small appropriation to 
make this a beautiful park and minie- 
ter not only to the neighborhood, but 
to citv dwellers in general. 

“This outlet from the center of the 
city is a natural a ry of travel. Mill-
